New Delhi, the 28th November, 1991 

G.S.R, 704(E) —In exercise of the powers confer 
red by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the All India 
Services Act, 1951 (til of 1951) read with sub-rule 
(1) of rule 8 of the Indian Forest Service (Recruit¬ 
ment) Rules, 1906, the Central Government after 
consultation, with the State Governments and the 
Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the 
following regulations further to amend the Indian 
Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) Regula¬ 
tions, 1966, namely :— : 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Indian 
Forest Service (Appointment by Promotion) First- 
Amendment Regulations, 1991. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Forest Service (Appointment by 
Promotion) Regulations, 1966— 

(i) After clause (f) of sub-regulation (1) of Re¬ 

gulation 2 (Definitions) the following cla¬ 
use shall be inserted namely :— 

“(g) year’ means the period commencing on 
the first day of April and ending on the 
31st day of March in the subsequent 
year.” 

(ii) In regulation 5,— 

(a) for sub-regulation 1), the following sub-re¬ 

gulation shall be suostituted, namely :— 

(1) Each Committee shall ordinarily meet at 
intervals not exceeding one year and pre¬ 
pare a list of such members of the State 
Forest Service, as are held by them to 
be suitable for promotion to the Service, 
The number of members of the State 
Forest Service to be included in the list 
shall b© calculated as the number of sub¬ 
stantive vacancies anticipated in the 
course of the period of 12 months, 
commencing from the date of preparation 
of the list, in the posts available for them 
under rule 9 of the Recruitment Rules 
plus twenty per cent of such number or 
two, whichever is greater.” 

(b) for the words “first day of January” 
whereever they occur the words “first day 
of April” shall be substituted. 

(c) in sub-regulation (4), the following proviso 

shall be inserted, namely :— 

Provided that the name of any officer so includ¬ 
ed in the list, shall be treated as provisional, if the 


State Government, withholds the integrity certificate 
in respect of such officer or any proceedings are con¬ 
templated or pending against him or anything ad¬ 
verse against him has come to the notice of the 
State Government.''. 

(iii) After regulation 6, the following regulation 
shall be inserted namely ;—- 

“6A. The State Government shall also for¬ 
ward a copy of the hst referred to in re¬ 
gulation 6 to the Central Government and 
the Central Government shall send their 
observations on the recommendations of 
the Committee to the Commission." 

(iv) in regulation 7.— 

(a) for sub-regulation (1), the following sub-re¬ 

gulation shall be substituted, namely:— 

■ U) The Commission shall consider the list pre¬ 
pared by the Committee alongwith:— 

(a) the documents received from the State 
Government under regulation 6; 

(b) the observations of the Central Govt, and 

unless it considers any change necessary, 
approve the list.” 

(b) in sub-regulation (4), before the first pro¬ 
viso, the following proviso shall be in¬ 
serted namely :— 

"Provided that no appointment to the service un¬ 
der regulation 9 shall be made after the meeting of 
fresh Committee to draw up a fresh list under regu¬ 
lation 5 is held.” 

(v) in regulation 9, after sub-regulation ((}, the 
following shall be added as the first and 
second provisos, namely :— 

“Provided further that the appointment of an offi¬ 
cer, whose name has been included in the Select List 
provisionally, under proviso to sub-regulation (4) of 
regulation 5 shall be made after his name is made 
unconditional by the Commission on the recommen¬ 
dations of the State Government during the period 
the select list remains in force. While mking ap¬ 
pointment of an officer junior to a select list officer 
whose name has been included provisionally in the 
Select list, one post will have to be kept vacant for 
such a provisionally included officer.” 

“Provided also that In case where a Select List 
officer whose turn for appointment has come, has 
expressed his unwillingness for appointment to the 
service and the State Government concerned informs 
the Central Government accordingly, his juniors from 
the select list shall be appointed without keeping 
any post reserved for such an officer. He shall have 
no claim for appointment to the service from that 
select list.” 

(vi) for sub-regulation (2) of regulation 9 the fol¬ 
lowing sub-regulation shall be substituted 
namely:— 

“(2) It shall not ordinarily be necessary to 
consult the Commission before such ap¬ 
pointments are made, unless during the 
period intervening between the inclusion. 
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of the name of a member of State Forest 
Service in the Select list and the date of 
proposed appointment there occurs any 
deterioration in the work of the member 
of the State Forest Service or there is 
any other ground, which in the opinion 
of the State 'Government or the Central 
Government, is such as to render him 
unsuitable for appointment to the ser¬ 
vice." 

(vii) after regulat'd) the following shall be ad¬ 
ded namely :— 

“10. Powers of the Central Government not 
to appoint in certain cases— 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these Re¬ 
gulations or the recommendations made by the State 
Government concerned under Regulation 9(J>, the 
Central Government may not appoint any person 
whose name appears in the select list, if it is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do in 
the public interest. 

Provided that no such decision shall be taken by 
the Central Government without consulting the Union 
Public Service Commission. ,
